are distributed daily in the city, and that a 
large percentage pf it is sold for family use. 
‘The companies controlling the ice harvest 
of that region are under $5,000 bond not to 
sell for domestic purposes ice which is har- 
vested in any of the streams or small lakes 
near the city. The city ordinances proyide 
for a fine and for the confiscation of ice sold 
in violation of the law. y 
The Civic Federation has been quietly at 
work on the matter for several weeks, and 
its agents claim to have collected much 
damaging evidence. A special meeting of 
the Public Health committee was held yes- 
terday afternoon for the purpose of discuss- 
ing the matter. The committeé is composed 
of the following: President, Dr. Sarah 
‘Hackett Stevenson; Dr. D. R. Brower, Dr.

CROWDS THECHIEF FEATURE 


Fewer Americans Present than Were 
Expected, However. 
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LI HUNG CHANG IN GREAT LUCK, 


{SPECIAL CABLE BY HENRY W. FISCHER.] 

Moscow, May 19.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.}—The weather is 
frightful. All over Russia there are heavy 
snowfalls, deluges of rain, extraordinary 
frosts, and piercing winds. The miles of 
gay flags, carpets, and house decorations 
are all bedraggled and mournful, dripping 
deformities. , 

Prices of cabs have gone up from $30 to 
$55 a day on account of the rain. 

Westerners who fancy Russians are barbar- 
lans would be amazed at the unvarying beau- 
ty of the outdoor decorations. Until the 
fearful rains came, the visitors ail agree, 
there was no trace of vulgarity or crudeness 
in the designs. Many temporary monu- 
ments, obelisks, and arches seen about the 
streets;.though only carved from wood and 
then painted and gilded in pretty colors, are 
really creditable works of art. 

But the crowds are the chief feature. Sol- 
omon in all his glory would scarcely be dis- 
tinguished.in the motley group of Eastern 
and Western Princes, grave, long-bearded 
Mohammedans, benignant Buddhists, and 
solemn-eyed Mongols who jostie each other 
in the muddy streets and block each others’ 
carriages in the public thoroughfares. 

Perloff Captures Chang. 

One of the most notable events was the ar- 
rival of Li Hung Chang. He had an im- 
mense public reception, followed by a more 
interesting private one, given by a tea mer- 
chant named Perloff, who has grown rich 
in the Chinese trade. He persuaded Li to 
avoid the quarters imperially assigned to 
him, and to accept quarters in his (Perloff's) 
house. 

When Li arrived at the house he found 
Chinese flags waving and hanging from all 
the windows. Long banners with Chinese 
inscriptions on them covered the front wall, 
while inside were shields bearing his coat of 
arms, Chinese dragons, Oriental carpets, 
garlands of greens, and flowers. 

Perloff met Li at the frent door, and of- 
fered him bredd and salt on a massive gold 
plate. At the same moment an orchestra 
struck up a shrill Chinese air, and two dozen 
boys in yellow and red strewed his path with 
fresh cut flowers. 

Theladies of the house gave him a magnifi- 
cent bouquet, and the four male members 
of the family escorted him to his bedrdomm 

PoMghing Up the Thrones. 

A curious fact is that the three ancient 
thrones to be used in the coronation have 
been furbished up until they look as fresh 
as new pinks in spite of their centuries of 
age. The ivory throne of Ivan III. had a 
careful washing and polishing. The first 
Romanoff’s throne and the throne of Alexis 
Michaelovitch have both been rubbed up as 
good as new. 

It was understood that it was the Em/ 
peror’s intention to cancel all ministerial 
warnings against Russian newspapers and 
give them a new lease of life. It must be 
explained that the ‘third warning given @ 
Russian newspaper by the press censors 
carries with it entire suppression. There is 
not a single newspaper of importance in Bt. 
Petersburg or Moscow that has not had two 
warnings hanging over its head for some 
years past. Consequently editors who are 
afraid of being ruined by a third warning 
are careful to exciude from their papers 
everything except of the most innocent 
nature. 

It was understood that the young Czar 
would relieve the press of this sword of 
Damocles hanging constantly over its head, 
but his Ministers caused him to change his 
mind. 

Criminals and political prisoners will, how« 
ever, not be forgotten. 

Owing to the Czar’s non-appearance at the 
review of the troops this evening the tattoo 
was postponed. It ds not likely that the 
Czar Will appear on horseback at the open- 
ing of the coronation ceremonies. 

The Jewish hierarchy has been excluded 
from the religious ceremony, although the 
heathens of Asia have been bidden and are 
expected to attend.

ORDER INJURES MANUFACTURERS. 


Tampa Tobacco Manufacturers Cannot 
Secure Their Goods. 

Tampa, Fla., May 19.—Gen. Weyler’s 
proclamation forbidding the exportation of 
tobacco from Cuba after ten days has caused 
consternation among the large manufact- 
urers of Tampa. Many of them have large 
quantities of tobacco already purchased in 
Cuba, and they fear they cannot get it out 
in the time prescribed. 

Some differences of opinion exist among 
Chicago -tobacco dealers as to the effect of 
Gen. Weyler’s recent decree prohibiting the 
exportation of leaf tobacco from Cuba, but 
they all agree that its enforcement for any 
great length of time would result in advanc- 
ing materially the price of imported cigars 
pes in throwing many cigarmakers out of 
work. 

H. D. Cook, manager of the tobacco de- 
partment of Sprague, Warner & Co., yester- 
day said stocks of Havana tobacco and 
cigars were low in. this country, and that 
the enforcement of Weyler’s order for any 
considerable length of time would be felt 
seriousiy here. » 9 

“AH clear goods factories in the United 
States are within ninety to 120 days of the 
end of their supplies of wrappers,’’ he said. 
* There are better supplies of fillers, though, 
probably sufficient to last from eight to 
twelve months.”’ 

J. B. Grommes of the firm of Grommes & 
Ulrich, Nos. 104 to 200 Dearborn street, said 
he was of the opinion there was sufficient 
stock of tobacco in this country to last for 
@ year at least. 

G. Florez, proprietor of the Spanish cigar 
factory, Nos. 104 and 106 Madisongstreet, 
and who imports large quantities of tobacco 
from Havana, said he did not believe there 
Was any great shortage of Havana tobacco.

_ Washington, D. C., May 19.—[{Special.}— 
Chairman Dingley of the Ways and Means 


‘committee talked freely this afternoon on 
the tariff question and explained why it would 
‘be impossible to pass a reciprocity law with- 
out a revision of the tariff. In going over 
the work done by the Ways and Means com- 
‘mittee in securing material for @ reciprocity 
measure he said: 

- * We have had many requests from those 
interested in almost every industry in the 
United States for legislation to restore the 
protective duties repealed by the same act. 
These urgent requests show how seriously 
the industries of the country were injured 
by the tariff act of 1804 and how urgent the 
people are to undo the great mistake they 
made in 1802 in voting to place the Demo- 
cratic party in complete power under their 
pledges to overthrow protection in order (as 
they said) to benefit the country. : 

“But of course every one ould 

lative work understands there c 
oe eabend of the tariff act of 1894 and substi- 
tution of a protective tariff with reciprocity 
provisions until both the Senate and the 
President shall become Republican, 80 as to 
act in unison with the Republican House. 


Useless to Pass a Bill. 

‘« Conscious of this fact the Republican 
members of the Ways and Means commit- 
tee, as soon as they were appointed late in 
‘ast December, unanimously concurred in 
the view that it would be useless for the Re- 
publicans to attempt to frame and pass 
through the House at this session a general 
tariff bill,-including the reciprocity pro- 
V¥isions which are necessarily part of a tariff 
bill, or any tariff legislation looking mainly 
to a restoration of protective conditions on 
anything, because the Democrats and the 
Populists, who have one majority in the 
Senate, would not vote for a general tariff 
bill or tariff iegislation framed on thorough 
protective Hines, and the Democratic Presi- 
dent would not approve it. Moreover, any 


bill restoring full protection as to one indus- 
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try, whether reciprocal or not, would be 
open to tariff amendments in behalf of other 
interests. 

“In view of the immediate and pressing 
necessity of more revenue to meet current 
expenses and maturing liabilities, instead 
of occupying months in making an attempt 
‘to pass through the House a bill to:revise 
generally the tariff as a mere indication 
of Republican purposes, the Republican ma- 
jority of the Ways and Means committee 
promptly framed a simple exigency tariff 
measure to continue two years and a half 
only on a basis looking principally to ob- 
taihing at once $40,000,000 more revenue, in 
the hope that notwithstanding the effect 
of the bill would be to materially aid the 
‘farmérs by placing some duties on wool, and 
all other industries to some extent by in- 
creasing temporarily the duties. on, com-

“We were disappointed in this hope, as 
every Democrat and Populist Senator, com- 
priming one majority-of the Senate, refused 
even to consider the measure.

Huntireds of interests 
each asked tlat the Conmimittee on Ways and 
Means would report and pass through the 
House some tariff bill to relieve its distress, 
but of course such action was impracticable. 


Indeed, if one such bill had been reported.

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one industry was entitled to preference. 
Of course it is impossible to legislate for 
reciprocity arrangements exc@pt as a part 
of tariff legislation, because the articles to 
be used in such arrangements and the duties 
to be imposed shoulti be indicated by Con- 
gress even if we had a Republican President, 
more so-when Mr. Cleveland is 
President. With the Senate and President 
hostile to protective legislation, any action 
by the House in that direction would be use- 
less and troublesome, probably, in the future.

N AME TWO NEW BISHOPS. 


CHAPLAIN M’CABE AND DR. EARL 
CRANSTON ARE ELEVATED. 


———— 


Eastern Man Wins Out on the Fif- 
teenth Ballot and the Other on the 
Sixteenth—The Rev. Charies Staf- 
ford of Iowa Precipitates a Row by 
an Motion to Get Along Without Any 
New Bishops—The RHev. Robert 
Forbes Criticises Evangelists. 


Cleveland, O., May 10.—{Special.]—The ex- 
citement of a five days’ fight to select two 
Bishops by the conference Is over, and Chap- 
lain C. C. McCabe and the Rev. Dr. Earl 
Cranston of the Colorado conference are the 
lucky candidates. 

The conference was in an !mpatient frame 
of mind when Bishop Bowman called it to 
order. Five days’ valuable time had been 
spent in voting for Bishops while important 
subjects of foreign Episcopal residences, 
recognition of Methodist Christian Endeavor 
Societies, amusements, temperance, time 
limit, lay representation, location of Epis- 
copal residences in the United States, and 
a dozen other questions of importance had 
not been given consideration. The fact that 
the great business of the conference is 80 in 
arrears has excited the delegates, and they 
were spoiling for an opportunity to protest 
this morning. The opportunity was not 
slow in presenting itself. 

An Iowa delegate by the name of the Rev. 
Charles L. Stafford precipitated the row by 
moving that the election of Bishops be in- 
definitely postponed. “We do not need 
these Bishops,” he exclaimed, “‘ and the Vote 
of the last two days looks as though the con- 
ference is of this opinion, too. Any ten 
Bishops who have good health can attend to 
the business of the Episcopal Board. Wo 
have fourteen besides two who have been 
declared non-effective. The best interests 
of this conference demand that voting stop 
now and that the business of the conference 
proceed,” 

Postponement Would Be Ridiculous. 

The Rev. Dr. J. M. Buckley jumped. to his 
feet. “ To postpone this election,” he said, 
“would make this conference ridiculous in 
the eyes of the world. In one of the dioceses 


of 
have taken fifty or sixty ballotsand then ad- 
journed to think it over for six months with- 
out an election; and yet the election of a 
Methodist Bishop carries with it more power 
than a dozen Protestant Diocesan Bishops.” 

The motion to postpone was defeated by a 
large majority. 

The fourteenth ballot was ordered and 
taken. It resulte’-as follows: C. C. McCabe, 
258: Earl Cranston, v1; J. W. Hamilton, 149; 
H. A. Buttz, 123; T. B. Neely, 112; J. W. Bb. 
Bowen, 385. 

Previous to the announcement of the bal- 
lot the Committee on State of the Church 
reported. The report provided that no pastor 
should be permitted to employ an evangelist 
without the written consent of the Presiding 
Elder. It was violently opposed by pastors, 
who claim it isan attempt to usurp authority, 
by the Presiding Elders. 

The Rev. Robert Forbes of ‘Minnesota 
created some amusement by remarking that 
out West they were getting things down so 
fine that every man who helcé&up his hand 
for Jesus was declared converted. They 
would soon have it down so fine that a man 
would be allowed to send in his‘cabinet pho- 
tograph to be baptized by sprinkling. 

Iefforts to strike out the second portion 
were futile, and the report was adopted. 

MeCabe Wins on the Fifteenth. 

After recess the fifteenth ballot was an- 
nounced. It was a decisive one and resulted 
as follows: Whole number of votes cast, 
504: necessary toa choice, 336; C. C. McCabe, 
344: Earl Cranston, 828: J. W. Hamilton, 
100: H. A. Buttz, 112: T. B. Neely, 50; J. W. 
E. Bowen, 30. 

A tremendous outburst of applause greeted 
the announcement that C. C. McCabe had 
been elected. Another ballot was at once 
ordered. 

The sixteenth ballot resulted: Whole 
number of votes cast, 504; necessary to a 
choice, 336: J. W. Hamilton, 36: H. A. Buttz, 
82: T. B. Neely, 10: Earl Cranston, 266. 

Dr. Cranston was then formally declared 
elected. Cheers filled the hall. HandkKer- 
chiefs. were waved and the noise continued 
for several minutes while Cranston walked 
forward and bowed. 

The conference took up the election of two 
book agents for New York and two for the 
Western Book Concern at Cincinnati- Dr. 
Homer Eaton was elected as one of the New 
York agents and the first vote was taken for 
the Cincinnati concern and the secord for 
the New York and adjourned to hear the re- 
sult in the morning. 


MEN WHO ARE ELECTED BISHOPS. 


Brief Sketches of Charles C. McCabe 
and Dr. Earl Cranston. 

The Rev. Charles Cardwell McCabe, yester- 
day elected a Bishop of the Methodist 
Church by the General Conference in session 
at Cleveland, O., looks upon Chicago as his 
home, although he is seldom here for any 
length of time... He is without a doubt the 
best known man of the workers in the 
Methodist Episcopal denomination of this 
country. 

Ile was born at Athens, O., on Oct. 11, 1836, 
and is the son of Robert and Sarah Card- 
well (Robinson) McCabe. He was educated 
at Ohio Wesleyan University, entering in 
1853 and remaining four years. He always 
desired to be a Methodist minister, which 
was the one and only ambition of his life. 

July 5, 1860, he married Miss Rebecca, 
daughter of John Peters, of Ironton, O. 
Dr. McCabe entered the ministry the same 
year, joining the Ohio conference. His first 
charge was Putnam, O., where he remained 
for a year, and then entered the army as 
Chaplain of the Hundred and Twenty-second 
Ohio Infantry, and followed the fortunes of 
that regiment until June, 1868, when, dur- 
ing the raid of Lee into Pennsylvania, while 
with his regiment in defense of Winchester, 
he was captured by Gen. Early with others 
and sent to Libby Prison, where he remained 
four months. He was exchanged Oct. 28, 
1863, while yet suffering from the effects of 
his imprisonment and looking more like a 
galvanized skeleton than a living man. 

At the request of George H. Stuart of Phil- 
adelphia he delivered many addresses in 
behalf of the Christian Commission, an or- 
ganization that accomplished untold good 
in behalf of the sick and suffering. Over 
$100,000 were raised for the commission by 
the efforts.of Chaplain McCabe, assisted by 
John V. Farwell and B. F. Jacobs of Chi- 
cago, Williams Reynolds of Peoria, and M. 
P. Ayres of Jacksonville, II. 

After the Chaplain’s return to his regiment, 
in the spring of 1864, then at Brandy Sta- 
tion, Va., a great religious revival broke out 
in the brigade to which he was attached. 
Over-exertion in this work brought on a re- 
lapse of former illness, and for several weeks 
Chaplain McCabe was ina critical condition. 
In a few months, however, he was again at 
the post of duty, where he remained until the 
close of the war. 

In the autumn of 1868 his superior talent as 
a financial agent were called into requisition 
in a national entérprise for the extension of 
the church, and for the placing of the society 
for that purpose on a solid basis. This posi- 
tion he held for nearly seventeen years, 
with headquarters at Chicago, and traveling 
not less than 25,000 miles annually in the 
discharge of his duties, 

He is noted as the man who has cleared 
more church debts than any other man liv- 
ing or dead. In 1884 he was elected Corre- 


sponding Secretary of the Missionary So- : 


ciety, which was then receiving about $750,- 
000 per annum. He at once raised the cry 
“A million for missions!"’ and in two years 
saw his dream realized in a total income of 
$1,044,000, which has been swelled since to 
over $1,250,000. 

Asa lecturer on popular subjects he has 
few ‘superiors, and he is an accomplished 
vocalist. In the army he was given the fitle

PREPARE FOR GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 


Presbyterian Commissioners Begin- 
ning to Gatherin Saratoga. 

Saratoga, N. Y., May 19.—[Special.]}—While 
the General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States does pot for- 
mally convene till Thursday a larg@number 
of Commissioners from all parts of the 
country have already arrived, and hundreds 
are expected tomorrow. 

The Rev. Dr. William Henry Roberts of 
Philadelphia, Pa., the Stated Clerk of the 
assembly, reached here this morning and 
has established his office at the Balch 
House, where he is dispatching a large 
amount of necessary preliminary business. 

Among the principal ones named as the 
probable successor of the retiring Moder- 
ator, the Rev. Dr. Robert Russell Booth, the 
pastor of the Rutgers Riverside Church, 
New. York City, are the Rev. Dr. John L. 
Withrow of Chicago, the Rev. Dr. David R. 
Breed of Pittsburg, Pa.: the Rev. Dr. 
Thomas L. Sextow of Howard, Neb.; and 
the Rev. Dr. Francis C. Montfort of Cin- 
cinnati, O. 

Dr. Sexton is characterized as the Home 
Mission's candidate, and will no doubt be 
urged by representatives of the frontier 
«hurches. Dr. Breed and Dr. Montfort will 
be supported by those favoring strict con- 
servatism, Dr. Breed’s friends claim that 
Pittsburg should have the Moderatorship, 
and one of the principal reasons assigned ts 
that in the last quarter of a century Chicago 
has had five Moderators and Pittsburg only 
one. The vote will be an interesting one; 
and lines are sure to be closely drawn. 

It is reported that the Board of Home

HEAD OFF A SILVER PLOT 


HONEST MONEY DEMOCRATS REFUSE 
TO BE MADE CATSPAWS. 


Machine Scheme to Count In a Re- 
spectable Minority of the Opposi- 
tion at the Primaries to Stifle Any 
Cry of Fraud Discovered and 
Countermined—Orders from Head- 
quarters That Such Delegates De- 
cline to Serve. 

John P. Hopkins and his campaign 
lieutenants have discovered a  clever- 
ly laid scheme to capture the honest 
money Democrats in Cook County 
by the silver machine next Monday. Or, 
rather, it was to have been executed then, 
but there is no prebability of accomplishing 


anything now. 


The plan was that a respectable minority 
of honest money delegates to. the county 
convention should be counted in at the 
primaries on Monday. The object in doing 
this, so it.is said, was to give the primaries 
a semblance of being conducted fairly and 
thus stifle any great cry of fraud. 

But the honest money people do not pur- 
pose being taken in by any such pretext. 
Orders were sent out yesterday from head- 
quarters to the various ward organizations 
that any honest money man declared by the 
machine primaries to have been elected a 
delegate should decline to serve. Leaders of 
the gold standard movement know they are 
not going to be given any show at the polls. 
If the gold bugs are allowed to vote Mr. 
Hopkins and his friends feel confident their 
votes will not be counted. 

“We are now playing against a brace 
game,’ said one of them, “and our plan 
is to keep out of it as much as possible.”" 

Formality of Hearing Complaints. 

The Executive committee and Subcommit- 
tee on Contests and Appeals will meet this 
afternoon to go through the formal opera- 
tion of hearing arry<complaints that may be 
made against the-men selected by machine 
operatives for judgés and clerks of the pri- 
election. No delegation will be sent 

this tribunal: to enter protests or 
make contests. Lynden Evans and Roger 
Sullivan, as members of one or the other 
of the two committees, will look after the 
league’s interests in so far as they may 
think it necessary. 

If given a fair chance at the polls the 
honest money Democrats firmly belleve they 
could elect a majority of the delegates to 
the county. convention. But under brace 
primaries, no friends among the judges and 
clerks, no challengers or watchers at the 
polls, they think it advisable to hold pri- 
marics and a convention of theirown. This 
is undoubtedly what they will do, It is the 
advice of party leaders from all over the 
State. 

On this plan of action Is based the call for 
a new State Central committee. It will be 
appointed just as svon as the men intrusted 
with that duty can get together. They may 
hold a meeting today. 


Details of Contention. 


The work is all being done in line with the 
intimation given out several days ago that 
the National committee might take a hand, 

The silverites set up the claim that a Cen- 
tral committee not selected in State conven- 
tion will have no authority to do anything. 
But the scheme is to have it organized and 
ready, to be formally indorsed by the honest 
money convention that will be held. Then 
the whole matter will rest with the national 
convention to decide which of the two State 
committees it will recognize. 

As soon as the committeemen have been 
selected they will be called together in this 
city for the purpose of determining what 
action will be advisable throughout the 
State to counteract the machine tactics by 
which silver delegations have been secured 
for the State convention. This conference 
will probably take place early next week; 
meanwhile the results of the brace primar- 
ies- in Cook County will have been known 
is probable that whatever action is 
taken here for a convention in Cook County 
under the primary election law will be done 
in unison with similar action ail over the 
State.

Federal Officials Decide to Protect the 
Orderly Pleasure-Seekers Who Fre- 
quent the Government Pier. 


By the edict of Capt. John Dennett, in com- 
mand of the United States revenue cutter 
Calumet, the more picturesque than useful 
colony of beer venders, which has held pos- 
session of the government outer breakwater 
for many years, will have to seek other 
fields. They have been notified they will 
not be allowed to do business on the break~ 
water this summer. Some of them have had 


tax receipts, transferred to boats and others 
are waiting to see if Capt. Dennett really 
means what he says. 

This colony has been a nuisance if not from 
time immemorial at least longer than one 
usually recollects petty annoyances. The 
breakwater is a favorite resort of fishermen.

FROM A COLLEGE TO A PRISON CELL. 


Charles H. Hinds, 
* Mushmouth ” Johnson, 
the Story of His Life. 


Tells 


| Charles H. Hinds, the young mulatto who 
was given an indeterminate Sentence in 
Judge Baker's court on Monday for shooting 


months ago, 
in Johnson’s saloon in State street, and who 


“* Mushmouth ” Johnson two 


made an eloquent address to the court when 


asked if he had anything to Say why sen- 
tence should not be passed upon him, told a 
reporter yesterday the story of his career 
and of hiscrime. He is tall and slender, with 
a complexion almost white, and possesses 
# mental brightness which makes him con- 


trast strongly with his prison associates. 
He.spoke in a straight-forward way, in cor- 
rect and expressive English, and in tones 
which an elocutionist might envy. He said: 

“I was born in a suburb of Havana twen- 
ty-nine years ago. By working asa porter 
and waiter on the American railroads I ac- 
cumulated money enough to attend the Al- 
phonso College in Havana, from the academ- 
ic department of which I was duly grad- 
uated. I then took one year in a medical 
course. I became a gambler, knowing it to 
te a vice, but: I wished to get money quickly 
with which to attend school. 

“I admit I shot Johnson.* I should not 
have been in the saloon at the time, for ona 
previous visit there he had knocked out one 
of my teeth. But I wanted money with which 
to go back to Cuba. I had $450, and wanted 
to increase it to $700 before I started. So I 
went there to win it at cards. I went to the 
crap table at Johnson's invitation, and the 
bets increased from a bottle of wine to $25. 
When I had lost everything I had except 10 
cents I detected the gamekeeper changing 
the dice, and I saw I had been robbed. 

*“*I started to leave and asked Johnson to 
give me my pistolf which I had deposited 
with him when I went in. As he gave it 
back to me I told him I meant to recover my 
money by law. At that he uttered an oath, 
said he wouid kill me, and reached for his 
hip pocket. I knew I would be#killed the 
next moment, so I fired first. Only a man 
named Hughes saw me fire, as the shooting 
was done in a room separated from the bar. 
1 was fired at as Iran out. 

**Johnson must have a great ‘ pull’ when 
he can violate ordinances and statutes as he 
does in keeping a gambling resort and run- 
ning his place all night. As the result of his 
influence I was railroaded through. The 
shooting was on March 17; I was indicted 
March 27; the case was docketed April 1, 
and it was called for trial a few days later. 
State’s-Attorney Kern sent me word through 
‘Ike’ Rivers he would go down with picks 
and shovels to get mein the pen. I am sat- 
isfied with my sentence, and am even grate- 
ful to Judge Baker for his kindness and 
sympathy during my trial. But as for 
State’s-Attornéey Kern, I am satisfied there 
is some political motive in his prejudiced ac- 
tion.’”’ 8 

State’s-Attorney Kern is out of the city, 
but Assistant State’s-Attorney Bottum de- 
nied Hind’s charges in the most emphatic 
manner. He said Mr. Kern never used the 
language imputed to him. These cases, he 
eaid, were purely impersonal matters, and 
the prosecuting attorneys never saw the de- 
fendant before the trial.

‘‘Dad” was not dead then, but the police 
have expected to find him in some corner 
almost any time with all his worldly 
troubles in the past. 


CUTTERS AND TRIMMERS RESIGNING. 


Employes of Two Firms of Manufact- 
uring Clothiers Withdraw from 
the Union, 


Officials of the Clothing Cutters’ Union 
claim to have discovered an attempt on the 
part of manufacturers to break up the union. 
This claim is based on the receipt of letters 
from a number of employés of manufactur- 
ing clothiers tendering resignations from the 
Cutters’ Union. These letters read as fol- 
lows and have so far been addressed solely 
to the Secretary of the Cutters’ and Trim- 
mers’ Local Union No. 61, which is a member 
of the United Garment-Workers of America: 

“TI, the undersigned, do hereby tender you 
my resignation as a member of your organi- 
zation, to take effect at once.’ In asking you 
to accept this I beg to assure you of my kind- 
ly feeling for the organization and wishes 
for its success, and regret that my personal 
interests require my withdrawal from your 
respected body. I retain a letter-book copy 
of this, my resignation, as an evidence of its 
transmission.”’ 

Several employés of Hirsh, Elson & Co. 
and Kuh, Nathan & Fischer have tendered 
resignations to the Cutters’ and Trimmers’ 
Union in thisform. One of the men working 
in the first-nmamed house said yesterday: 
‘* My resignation was not demanded, but the 
wisdom of submitting it was strongly intl- 
mated.

Mason, Bloomington; Theodore Milar; At- 
kinson; John W. Bennett, Jacksonville, Ex- 
ecutive committee, L. F. Crosby, Chairman, 
Chicago; George Alexander, Bloomington; 
William P. Grimsley, Springfield: W. F.

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THEY LOOK FOR A REPUBLICAN BLUN- 
DER AT 8ST. LOUIS. 

The honest money Democruts of this and 
other States are agreeing on a plan of opera- 
tions if they find themselves in a minority 
in the Chicago convention, which they are 
afraid will be the case. - 

They expect all the Southern States, with 


hardly an- exception, will be for cheap, de-" 


based money. So will all the States west 
of the Mississippi and some east of it, like 
Illinois. 

lf the honest money Democrats are ina 
minority in their convention the solid delega- 
tions from New York and other sound 
money States will call and hold another 
convention. It may be deemed advisable 
to wait until delegates can be elected by 
the sound money Democrats of Southern 
and Western States. Then it cannot be 
charged that the organization is a sectional 
one. 

It is expected that the free silver wing 
will go on and hold its convention, adopt a 
16 to 1 50-cent dollar platform, and nomi- 
nate a 16 to 1 rotten money candidate for 
President. 

The other wing at its convention will 
adopt a ringing sound money platform, and 
—nominate Mr. Cleveland. ‘They think 
that he. will accept the nomination under 
such circumstances, not because he wants 
a third term of the office nor because he 
anticipates being elected, but purely for the 
sake of saving the Democratic party from 
disgrace and destruction, otherwise it would 
be broken up, the Populists getting the 
larger half of it. 

These honest money Democrats calculate 
that even if their candidate is badly de- 
feated they will have saved the future of 
their party. They expect that the free 
silver craze will be a transitory one and that 
the free silver wing of the Democracy will 
melt away by reason of its wild folly, its 
members coming back to the “ regular ” or 
sound money element. “Chen, four or eight 
years hence, the Democrats can deny that 
they as a party ever were for bad money— 
that only some cranks were. 

Some enthusiastic sound money Demo- 
crats think that in a certain contingency 
they can nominate Cleveland and elect him. 
They hope that the action of the Republican 
National convention at St. Louis will enable 
them to do so. 

They profess to believe that it will ap- 
proach the currency question with great 
timidity—anxious not to do anything which 
will lose the votes of the little Rocky Moun- 
tain crazy 50-cent dollar States. ) 

The delegates from those States, with 
three or four votes each for President, like 
Teller, Mantle, and Dubois, are threat- 
ening to bolt unless their absurd “ de- 
mands" are complied with to change our 
currency standard to silver at 16 to 1. 
Some Democrats believe the Republican 
delegates will allow themselves to be bull- 
dozed into compromising with those bolt- 
ers, and, untaught by sad experience, will 
try to carry water on both shoulders as at 
Minneapolis four years ago and adopt a 
straddling double-interpretation platform 
satisfactory to conscienceless politicians, 
disgusting to all others. 

The calculation of these Democrats is 
that “if’ the Republican convention be- 
haves in that way and the honest money 
Democrats adopt a platform fer sound 
money susceptible of but one interpretation 
and put Cleveland on it as their candidate 
while the rotten money Democrats run some 
man like Boies of Iowa or Bland of Mis- 
souri, these two Democratic candidates 
will divide most of the Electoral votes be- 
tween them. 

It is assumed with much reason that the 
Republican delegates from Rocky Mountain 
States will do as in 1S92—will first force on 
the Republican party a wabbling platform 
on the money question aml then vote against 
that party because the platform is not bad 
enough to suit them, just as they did four 
years ago. It is assumed by thei also that 
the Republican business-men al] over the 
Union will be so disgusted with their party 
platform on the burning issue of the day 
they will vote for Cleveland—whom they 
know to be financially sound—almost solid. 
Consequently it is alleged by these Demo- 
crats he will carry New England, New 
York, New Jersey, Maryland and the Vir- 
ginias, and Wisconsin; that he will have a 
fair chance in Indiana and Michigan, and 
will earry Illinois, where the solid German 
vote will be for him. 

lf the Republican delegates do not repeat 
the. blunder of 1892, committed at Minneap- 
olis, but tell the little silver States that their 
day for bluffing and playing false is over, 
and the convention adovts as sound a plank 
as any one the honest money Democrats 
ean draw up, then the latter will have to 
admit that they can elect nobody. 


CUT OFF EXTRAVAGANCE IN THE TOWN 
BOARDS, 

The County Board has decided that in the 
future all county towns must furnish ‘to 
their board a detailed estimate of the money 
needed for town purposes as a basis for or- 
dering levies of taxes for such purposes. 
This action Was authorized and taken be- 
cause of the request of the South Town 
Board for an extension on the tax levy of 
$50,000 for South Town purposes in addi- 
tion to the proceeds of the 2 per cent com- 
mission on all collections. With the request 
came © protest from a representative of the 
South Town taxpayers against the vora- 
cious charges of these petty officials, and 
this protest proved partly successful, It is 
to be hoped that this may be an entering 
wedge that will result in the lopping off of 
these big and unearned salaries in the towns. 
As was pointed out yesterday to the County 
Board, in the South Town alone $60,000 
was obtained for oflicers’ salaries, cost of 
spreading the assessment, and crrrying on 
the business of the office up to the time col- 
lection begins:

From figures gathered from the books of the 
South Town officials Mr. G. A. Giles showed that 


last year the principal items for salaries were: 
Assessor, $7,500; Collector, $6,000; Supervisor,

WHAT CANDIDATE MANTLE WANTS.

We shall try to ob- 
tain the nomination of a candidate favorable to 
our cause [16 to 1 50-cent silver monometallism], 
and, i in that—well, it may be a bolt and it 
may not, 

Of course“ our cause ” is free coinage of 
50-cent silver\dollars, Mantle and his assq- 
ciates will try to have some man nominated 


who can be depended on to sign a free coin- 


age bill, or who will not veto it, But they . 


do net expect any such man will be nom- 
inated, nor do they care so very much, for 
they know no future House of Representa- 
tives is going to pass a free coinage silver 
monometal bill. The most they hope to 
gets a candidate who will have “ conscien- 
tious scruples” about selling bonds under 
an old law to maintain the gold reserve and 
the parity of the currency—a man who will 
be as nerveless as Buchanan or as treach- 
erous to the honest money men as Andy 
Johnson was to the Union men after the 
war, and who will say he can do nothing to 
protect the credit of the Nation, as Buch- 
anan said he could do nothing to preserve 
its unity, but let it slide. | 

Had it not been for President Cleveland 
the country would have a panic and the 
silver basis now, through the exhaustion of 
the gold reserve and the failure of the gov- 
ernment to redeem its greenbacks in gold 
on demand, 

But it would not have free coinage, as 
the House prevented it, The government 
would have suspended gold payment on 
greenbacks and Sherman notes two years 
ago but for the bond sales he ordered and 
which the free silverites could not prevent. 

Senator Mantle and his crowd would like 
to see in the White House a man who, if a 
free @inage Senate would not authorize 
him to protect the gold reserve, would de- 
cline to assume any responsibility and let 
everything go to smash. 

The Republican convention at St. Louis 
will not nominate a weak, nerveless man 
who will do nothing except what the 16tol 
members of Congress order him to. Neither 
an active nor a passive enemy of an honest 
currency will be nominated, and no wobbler 
will get it. That being the case, Senator 
Mantleoughtto know now whether hegind 
his colleagues are or are not going to bolt. 
Because if they are they have no business at 
St. Louis—no more than Teller has, who has 
made up his mind in advance to bolt.

THE OBLIGATION OF CONTRACTS, 

Among the opinions handed down by the 
Supreme Court of the United States on 
Monday was one declaring intalid the Kan- 
sas mortgage redemption law as far as re- 
lates to the mortgages made prior to its 
enactment. 

In 1893 the Populists, being then in con- 
trol of the State, to its great damage, pro- 
ceeded to pass laws for “ the relief of the 
victims of capital ’—of men who had bor- 
rowed other people's mygney on land, and 
who, finding it inconvenient to pay what 
they owed, wanted to hang on to the land 
and keep the other party out of his money. 

One of these Populist laws extended the 
period in which a mortgagor could redeem 
after foreclosure to a couple of years, and 
left him in possession of the land until that 
time had expired. 

The validity of this law was passed on 
twice by the State Supreme Court. The 
first decision was against it. The second, 
made after the Populists had secured a ma- 
jority of Populist Judges, upheld it. From 
that decision an appeal was taken to the 
United States Supreme Court, which de- 
clares that the law is in plain violation of 
the United States constitutional provision 
that “ no State shall pass any law impairing 
the obligation of contracts.” 

The Kansas Populists who passed this act 
of 1893 knew that the Supreme Court had 
often held such laws invalid in case of 
contracts made prior to its passage. Yet 
they put the law on the statute books, and 
told. the Kansas farmers that great things 
had been done for them. 

The law is valid of course as to contracts 
made after its passage. But as that law 
makes it more difficult for the lender to get 
hold of the property in case he has to fore- 
close, the latter is not willing to lend unless 
he can get higher interest for the interfer- 
ence than before its passage. He must in- 
sure himself against the probability of his 
losing and the mortgagor pocketing his 
profits of the land for two years after fore- 
closure. The effect of the Populist law on 
the borrower is bad, as thus shown.

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THE TRIUMPH OF THE BICYCLERS. 

The Common Council cn Monday night 
passed the ordinance @eding to the South 
Park Commissioners for boulevard purposes 
East Jackson street from the river to Mich- 
igan avenue. The result is creditable to the 
Council, a beneficent advantage for the peo- 
ple, and a conspicuous victory for the bicy- 
ele fraternity and sisters as well. 

At the time that it looked as if Jackson 
street would be lost to public uses and sold 
out to street car companies by the boodlers 
in the last Council Tue Trisune called 


upon the bicycle riders to come to the res- ‘ 


cue, stating as the reason that unless they 
did so East Jackson street would be lost to 
them and to all methods of social travel. 
It warned them that if the only connection 
left between the South and West Divisions 
were lost a hundred thousand persons rid- 
ing for health and pleasure would be dis- 
commoded. It called upon them tv organize 
and protest against the sacrifice of that 
street and to resist its sale by rotten boodle 
Aldermen to monopolizing street car com- 
panies. It urged them to see not only the 
Aldermen of their own wards but the Alder- 
men of all the wards, since all the people 
were in favor of saving this street from the 
clutches of monopoly and boodle. 

The bicyclers took Tur Tripune’s ad- 
vice, They organized. The yellow rib- 
bons fowes all over the city. They saw 
thelr “AXlermen and Jabored with them, and - 
notwithstanding the efforts of the old gang 
to finish up its job and get its money the 
Council on Monday night, by the vote af 62 
to 2, voted to turn the street over to the 
South Park Commissioners for boulevard 
purposes, permitting only the local truck 
traffic necessary to abutting property-own- 
ers and forbidding the construction “ of any 
railroad track or tracks of any kind in, 
along, or upon any part of said street hereby 
granted.” 

Having accomplished this great work 
Tue TRIBUNE now calls upon the 
to see to it that the street is im- 
proved and put into good shape. The ques- 
tion of expense is not to be considered where 


a special, personal interest in this matter 
and the best thing now that their organiza- 
tion can do is to secure good roads. That is 
their duty, and it is all the politics they need 
in their organization.

HONEST. MONEY DEMOCRATS SPEAK OUT. 
- At the meeting of honest money Demo- 
crats in this city on Monday Judge Moulton 
of Shelby, who has voted steadily for Demo- 
cratic candidates since 1844—that is, for 
fiftys3two years—said: “ The management 
of party affairs in this State has fallen into 
the hands of men who intend to make it 
impossible for’ me to vote the Democratic 
ticket without forfeiting my self-respect.”

The Chairman of the Champaign County 
committee wrote that while the Democrats 
there were opposed to free silver coinage 
at 16 to 1 the local convention, through the 
influence of some of Altgeld’s appointees, 
had adopted a 16 tol resolution. “ Many 
Democrats have notified me. that they will 
vote the Republican ticket if that party 
adopts a sound money platform at St. Louis, 
and will oppose Altgeld in any event.” 

When a veteran, “ rock-rooted ” Demo- 
crat like Judge Moulton and the Chairman of 
a Democratic county committee begin talk- 
ing out in public after this fashion it means 
business. It indicates that there are a great 
many Democrats in Illinois who are going 
to vote against the free silver faction of 
their party if it tries to force free silver 
down their throats and that they are not 
afraid to say so. Behind every one who does 
speak out stand many more who are going 
to vote against the free silverites but have 
not yet so declared publicly. 

The indorsement of free coinage will cost 
the Democratic party, under the control of 
bad money demagogues, tens of thousands 
of votes in this State next fall. The ma- 
jority against.it will be in excess of the enor- 
mous majority\of 1894, That year it man- 
aged to carry twenty-five counties out of 
102. This year it will be lucky if it can 
carry a dozen. There will not be a single 
county in which honest money Democrats 
will not vote against the rotten money can- 
didates of their party. 


THE NEW METHODIST BISHOPS. 

The General Methodist \Conference, in 
session at Cleveland, has wisely acted in 
breaking its deadlock and electing the Rev. 
Dr. Charles C. McCabe,of the\New York 
Conference and the Rev. Earl Cranston of 


Denver as Bishops. It would have done still | 


better had it elected some such men as Dr. 
Neeley of Philadelphia and Dr. Frank M. 
Bristol of Evanston, Il., out of the pastoral 
ranks, but as it is the election has resulted 
in the choice of two excellent men. 

Dr. McCabe belongs to the New York 
Conference and is Corresponding Secretary 
of the Methodist Episcopal Missionary So- 
ciety. For many years he has traveled and 
worked in the interests of church extension, 
in which he has been eminently successful. 
In this way he has made a wide acquaint- 
ance, It is probable, indeed, there is not a 
man in the Methodist Church more widely 
known than “Chaplain” McCabe. Dr. 
Cranston entered the ministry in Ohio in 
his 26th year. Afterwards he served in 
Minnesota and Illinois and finally settled in 
Denver, where for some time he was Pre- 
siding Elder in the Southern District Colo- 
rado Conference and also agent of the West- 
ern Book Concern. He was also one of the 
principal founders and organizers of the 
Denver University. Both McCabe and 
Cranston are Ohio men by birth and both 
served in the army, the one as Chaplain and 
the other as Captain. They will do good 
work therefore as commanders in the 
church militant. 

It is another interesting feature of this 
election that the deadlock was broken by a 
compromise. The machine men, owing to 
the two-thirds rule, found it impossible to 
accomplish the objects of their combina- 
tion. Seeing the uselessness of further con- 
tention, Dr. McCabe was selected as a com- 
promise in place of Dr. Hamilton, Secretary 
of the Freedmen’s Aid Society.

LAKE-FRONT PARK ORDINANUE S8U5- 
, TAINED. 

When the Council passed that ordinance 
under which the Illinois Central is now 
lowering its tracks on the Lake-Front, and 
is driving piles in the outer harbor on the 
eastern line of the new park, some Michi- 
gan avenue property-owners, thinking they 
would be injured by the contemplated im- 
provement, brought suit to enjoin the city 
from carrying out its contract with the ruil- 
road by conveying to it the land which the 
city was to give in exchange for the greater 
quantity of land it was to receive in re- 
turn, and from allowing the road to im- 
prove the park. 

That suit did not alarm the railroad com- 
pany, which proceeded to expend its money 
in making improvements under an ordi- 
nance which these property-owners copn- 
tended was invalid. The case was argued 
before Judge Tuley, and yesterday he gave 
his decision upholding the ordinance. In 
that decision he says the city holds the 
land in trust for the people, and is the only 
judge of what improvements are to be 
made. ‘“ Abutting owners cannot dictate 
as to the manner.in which the park shall 
be improved.” If they could the “ munic- 
ipal power to control and improve public 
parks would be destroyed.” 

Judge Tuley further said: 

As to the small pieces of grou&d outside of the 
Illinois Central tracks, which the city ‘surrenders, 
so far as it can do so, to the use of the railroad 
for track purposes, it appears that the original 
grant by the city was for a right of way 300 feet 
in width, but that the railroad has used but 200 
feet. I am of the opinion that the power of the 
city to arrange as to the right of way for tracks, 
switches, etc.. to the extent of 300 feet along the 
lake front still existed, and that it had the power— 
in consideration of the surrender by the railroad 
of all claims to the 100 feet of right of way which 


it had not used and of the great expenditures 
agreed to be made by the rallroad for the benefit 


of the Lake Park and of the public generally—to | 


grant to the railroad company, sq,far as the rights 
of the city are concerned, the right to. use these 
two pleces of submerkéd land, being about seven 
acres in extent altogether. , 

So far as the park is concerned, there would be 
more land for park purposes than there would have 
been if the railroad had used the whole 300 feet 
for its right of way. If the city in good faith 
conceded, so far as its rights are concerned, the 


right to use these two small pieces of land for 


equal or greater benefits which it received, it is . 
not for the courts to interfere and control the ac- 
tion of the city by enjoining the lawful exercise of 
its powers. 

The ordinance of 1895 appears to have beer 
passed in good faith and for the benefit of the 
entire public. and certainly cannot be held unrea- 
sonable so far as the benefits to the municipality 
and to the general public are concerned. These 
complainants do not complain of being injured 


should try to throw any obstacles in the 
way of the completion of this great im- 


provement. 

The ordinance which those property-own- 
ers tried to overthrow set forth that— 

Under the original ordinance of 1852 permitting 
the Illinois Central company to lay down Its right 
of way it had the right to occupy 300 feet in width 
in front of the original Lake-Front Park, but had 
in fact occupied but 200 feet, and that it would be 
for the tfhterests of the city and the railroad that it 
be allowed to occupy two strips of ground at each 
end of the 800-foot strip rather than take the ad- 
ditional 100 feet lengthwise for its right of way. 

The ordinance also declares that for providing 
landing places for steam vessels and other cra(tt 
the Lake-Front Park shall be extended east of 
the railroad tfacks to the new harbor line as fixed 
by the United States Supreme Court in a recent 
decision and grants the right to use in perpetuity 
for rallroad purposes a small triangular strip 
at the north end of the park about four acres, 


and one at the south of four acres, the filling to 


be done at the expense of the railroad. 

In consideration for this the Illinois Central 
company is to depress its tracks, from Monroe 
street to Peck court, to six feet above city datum, 
and construct a retaining wall twenty-two feet 
above city datum, with viaducts and footways. 
The railroad is also to construct the bulkhead 
at the harbor line and deliver 200,000 yards of 
material for filling-in purposes. The railroad is 
also to surrender to the city two filled-in strips of 
land in front of Peck court and Harrison street. 
The ordinance also provides that the railroad com- 
pany shall have the right toconstruct a passenger 
depot at Yan Buren street, with extensions of 
150 feet under ground at each side, 


THE proposition to paint the elevated rail- 
road structures white meets with general 
favor from business-men. Now that the 
great masses of iron are rising up in the busi- 
ness streets and adding general gloom tothe 
surroundings and the interior of the stores 
the need of using a paint of lighter color is 
becoming more imperative. The darkening 
effects of the ‘‘L”’ structures have caused 
the chief opposition to them by many prop- 
erty-owners, and when this objection can 
be removed partly with so little trouble 
the companies should be compelled to take 
the action. It is said that white paint is 
the most expensive, but no one dentes it will 
last longer than any other, so that the excess 
of the first cost would be compensated for 
later on. Cover up the dark and gloomy 
colors with white paint and give the streets 
all the light they can obtain. It is bad 
enough to shut out the sun, and every device 
for making up for the loss should be util- 
ized. 


Sign of Good Times Coming. 

The News is disposed to be facetious at 
Mr. Kent’s reason for resigning the big and 
important office of Commissioner of Public 
Works. It says: 

One feels an irresistible desire to congrat- 
ulate Mr. William D. Kent, Commissiorer 
of Pubilc Works, on being the first to discov- 
er that revival of trade for which the rest of 
us have been waiting with some impatience 
these many months. 

Mr. Kent, in addition to being Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, is an energetic and 
prosperous manufacturer of iron tops for 
city patrol boxes, we believe. He has been 
dividing his time between the manufactory 
and the Department of Public Works. Of 
late the Civil Service Commission has taken 
to investigating the pay-rolls of that depart- 
ment with rather sensational results, and 
Commissioner Kent, as a sort of latter-day 
mercantile Moses on a Pisgah of pay-roll 
investigations, desires a revival in the pa- 
trol-box top industry, which demands his 
undivided attention. 

We\ feel sure those prophets who have 
been seeking hither and yon for signs of a 
renaissance in business of any sort will put 
by all promptings of personal jealousy and 
join in félicitating Mr. Kent upon his dis- 
covery. | 

Signs of ihcreasing commercial prosperity 
are so few nowadays that one should be 
welcome even\if it. deprived the city of the 
services of a Commissioner who had been a 
more glittering and unequivocal success 
than Commissioner Kent has.

PRAISE FOR THE CHICAGO ORCHESTRA 


W hata Boston Critic Thinks of It—Like 
Boston Orchestra in Its Best Days. 

The orchestra itself struck me as remark- 
ably fine; perhaps still more so by the per- 
fection of its drill than by the individual ex- 
cellence of many of its component members. 
If it reminded me forcibly of one thing more 
than another it was of our own Symphony 
Orchestra when under Mr. Gericke. There 
was the same beautiful balance, the same 
wonderful dynamic equilibrium, of the vari- 
ous parts. Only Mr. Thomas inclines to al- 
low the heavy brass—trumpets and trom- 
bones—fuller swing than Gericke used to. 
But the way in which he lets the middle 
voices—second violins and violas—have their 
full value in relation to the first violins and 
basses, and the wood-wind have its full 
value in relation to the strings, reminded me 
of nothing so forcibly as of Gericke. 

I was more than glad to find that Mr. 
Thomas has lost not a jot of his magnetic 
command over the forces under him; as of 
old, everything seemed to hang on the tipof 
his baton, his beat showed itself as an irre- 
sistible force from which no single player 
could possibly escape. And yet, with all 
this impression he produces of commanding 
personality, the style of performance that 
results from his conducting is (in a good, 
perhaps in the best, sense) singularly imper- 
sonal.

Its chief apostle tn the 
last half of the present century was Richard 
Wagner, who instinctively looked at every- 
thing musical through dramatic spectacles. 
For the last several years we have heard or- 
chestral concert music played more and more 
dramatically, with more and more of an ac- 
cent which recalls the expressive methods of 
the operatic stage, with what I will call more 
and more of individuality of expression. 
Now, Mr. Thomas’ conducting shows no sort 
of sympathy with this whole new departure, 
with this whole “‘Richtung,”’ as the Germans 
say. He seems plainly to recognize the prop- 
er expression of a symphony or overture as 
something. widely different from that indi- 
vidual outpouring of emotion which we find 
in a song or an. opera scene; as being, on the

CHICAGO LAW IS GOOD. 


DECISION IN THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL 
LAKE-FRONT CASE. 
} 
Railroad Is Entitled to Land Under 
Grant of Ordinance and Cannot Be 
Interrupted in Its Work of Grading 
and Filling—Judge Tuley Says 
Conditions Applicable to a City of 
50,000 Inhabitants Do Not Apply ut 
the Present Day. 

The city ordinance of Oct. 1, 1895, provid- 
ing for the filling in of a portion of the lake 
east of the present shore line, and giving 
to the Illinois Central railroad four acres 
of submerged land, was yesterday sustained 
in an opinion handed down by Judge Tuley. 

The case is the old suit begun against the 
railroad company by abutting property-own- 
ers in 1898. The city was made a defendant 
after the ordinance of 1895, when the court 
was asked to enjoin the city from allowing 
the parties complained of access to Lake 
Michigan, and from using Lake Park for 
any other purpose than a public park or 
landing place. To this portion of the bill 
the city entered a special demurrer, which 
was the point of the present decision. Judge 
Tuley sustafned the demurrer of the city, 


and ordered the bill dismissed. From this’ 


the complainants asked for and obtained an 
appeal. 


; 
Provisions of the Ordinance. 

The ordinance attacked by the proceed- 
ings recited that under the original ordi- 
nance permitting the Illinols Central com- 
pany to lay down its right of way it had the 
right to occupy 300 feet in width in front of 
the original Lake Park, but had in fact oc- 
cupled but 200 feet and it would be for the in- 
terests of the city and the railroad that it 
be allowed to occupy two strips of ground 
at each end of the 300-foot strip rather than 
take the additional 100 feet lengthwise for 
its right of way. 

The ordinance also declared that for pro- 
viding landing places the Lake Park shall 
be extended east of the railroad tracks to the 
new harbor line, and grants the right to use 
in perpetuity for railroad purposes a triangu- 
lar strip. at the north end of the park of 
about four acres and one at the south end of 
about four acres. 

In consideration of this the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad company Is to depress its tracks 
from Monroe street to Peck court to six feet 
above city datum and construct a retaining 
wall twenty-two feet above city datum, with 
viaducts and footways. The railroad is also 
to construct the bulkhead at the harbor line 
and surrender to the city two filled in strips 
and land in front of Peck court and Harrison 
street. The ordinance also provides that the 
railroad company shall have the right to 
construct a passenger depot at Van Buren 
street with extensions of 150 feet under 
ground at each side. 


One Point Untouched. 


The main pcertion of the case lying against 
the railroad company, which affects its right 
to permit its cars to stand in front of the 
Lake Park, was not passed upon by the 
court, because it announces that an injunc- 
tion may lie against the railroad in certain 
matters where an injunction would not He 
against the city. 

The complainants contended that they had 
the right to enjoin the appropriating of a 
public park for any other purposes than 
those of a park, and the obstruction of the 
view of the lake by retaining walls was also 
subject to injunction. . 

As to that phase of the case the court says: 

“If ‘the city was authorized by law to do 
the acts coraplained of property-owners have 
no remedy by injunction. 

‘‘In the present case,’’ continues the court, 
“if the abutiers can object to a seven-foot 
roise of grade they can object to a one-foot 
1aise, 
to ‘he manner in which the park shall be im- 
proved,”’ 

As to the right of the abutters to have a 
clear view of the lake, Judge Tuley says: 

* fT cannot conceive how they acquired any 
right to demand that this park be kept ina 
state of rature as it was in 1852.”’ 

The court further holds that when a city 
in good faith adjudged that a condition, 
which might answer for a city of less than 
50.000 inhabitants, was no longer applicable 
to one of nearly 2,000,000 population, it was 
not to be enjoined by a property-owner who 
might differ in opinion 

As to the picces of ground outside the rall- 
way tracks which the city surrenders, Judge 
Tuley hoids the power of the city to arrange 
rights of way to the extent of 300 feet still 
exists. 


UNCLE SAM AFTER THE BUCKET-SHOPS. 


Federal Grand Jury Expected to Re- 
turn Indictment, Against the Lead- 
ing Propri¢Zea in Chicago.

Before adjourning today the Federal 
grand jury will probably geturn indictments 
against the leading bucket-shop proprietors 
of Chicago under the law prohibiting the use 
of the mails for fraudulent purposes, Presi- 
dent W. T. Baker of the Board of Trade is 
credited; with the new assault on the tape 
machines. 

Four witnesses are believed to have fur- 
nished evidence against the bucket-shop 
men yesterday. One of the quartet dropped 
a bundle of papers and a lot of ticker quota- 
tions .addressed and postmarked envelopes 
and circulars were scattered. about the cor- 
ridor near the grand jury room. One of the 
witnesses for the Board of Trade inthe trial 
in the Criminal Court was also observed 
waiting for his turn to testify. 

It is not improbable that some of the mem- 
bers of the grand jury will make a personal 
investigation this morning. It is belleved 
dragnet methods will not be employed, but 
only those firms whose circulars have been 
secured will be proceeded against. 

Among thirteen indictments returned yes- 
terday by the Federal grand jury were ten 
against George Williams and Thomas Lake, 
the green goods men arrested recently by 
Inspector Stuart. 

The right of Receiver McNulta of the old 
whisky trust to abandon the plant of the 
Empire Distillery Company of Nebraska and 
to cease payment of the annual rental of 
$5,000 a year, on the ground the plant was 
of no value to the trust, was the issue ina 
test case before the United States Court of 
Appeals. Judge Showalter denied the order 
for the payment of the rental. Stripped of 
technicality, the issue was whether a re- 
ceiver can set aside contracts of an insolvent 
concern.

‘COUNTY BOARD CONTROLS THE LEVY. 


Action Taken with Reference to South 
Town Which Also Applies to 
Other Municipalities. 
—— {7 

County Attorney Iles gave the County 
Board at its meeting yesterday an opinion 
embodying the gratifying information that 
the board was the “ whole thing ” in deter- 
mining what sums should be appropriated 
for the conduct of town offices—not only 
those of the South Town, but of all other 
towns lying wholly within the limits of Chi- 
cago. 

Mr. Iles agreed with the views adopted by 
the officers of the South Town—when a town 
meeting’refused to appropriate anything to 
run their offices and pay their salaries—that 
town meetings are illegal and obsolete. But 
Mr. Iles put a different construction on the 
sections of the revenue law, which the South 
Town people took to mean the Town Board 
had the power to make an appropriation 
and to certify it to the County Board, which 
would then be required to orde§alevy. Mr. 
Iles said the board was the supreme power 
under that law, and the Town Boards could 
not fix salaries or make an appropriation, 
but only certify to the board an estimate of 
necessary expenses, which the board could 
do with as it chose... Pleased with its new- 
found power, the board did not act on the 
South Town’s application for a levy of $50,- 
000, but proceeded to put the thumbscrews 
on the various towns by adopting a resolu- 
tion offered by President Healy providing 
that the Town Boards of South Chicago and 
other towns within the City of Chicago shall 
submit to the County Board detailed esti- 
mates of moneys needed for town purposes 
as a basis for tax levies. The Finance com- 
mittee recommended that action on the peti- 
tion of the Town Board of South Chicago 
be deferred until receipt of such estimate 
as is contemplated in the resolution, and 
the recommendation was adopted. 
® In his opinion relative to the resolution of 
the Board of Auditors of the South Town 
Mr. Iles said: : 

‘*T am of the opinion that Sec. 4, Art. 4, of 
Chaptef 189 of the Revised Statutes is man- 
datory in its provisions and vests all the 
power to levy taxes for town purposes in the 
Board of County Commissioners in 
towns which He . wholly with- 
in the limits of Chicago, and 
charges the County Board with the duty of 
ascertaining the amount of money necessary 
to be raised in such towns for town ex- 
penses.”’ : 

Mr. lies further said that while neither the 
electcrs at a town meeting nor the Town 


Auditors had the power to levy taxes for 


town expenses, yet the Board of Auditors’ 
resolution in the case in point might be con- 
sidercd by the County Board as a certificate 
expressing the views of the board. 

Mr. lies referred to another section of the 
law which, taken ‘alone, might seem to give 
larger powers to the Town Auditors, but de- 
clared it was ambiguous, and in connection 
with the preceding section could not be con- 
strued as giving any such power to the Town 
Boards as is claimed on behalf of that body 
in the South Town. 

Mr. lles assured the Commissioners that 
if the town officers appropriated money or 
ran up bills for jllegal expenses the courts 
could get after them, but the County Board 
could not, as it was not an auditing board. 

William A. Giles, a member of the Munici- 
pal committee of the Civic Federation, at- 
tended the meeting of the County Board F'- 
nance committee in the interests of the South 
Town taxpayers. Mr. Giles opposed an ap- 
propriation sought as excessive. He in- 
formed the Finance committee the South 
Town Collector would have between $62,000 
and $63,000 this year in the regular course 
of business, which, with the $7,000 left over, 
wceculd be more than ample on their own 
showing. The appropriation actually need- 
ed, Mr. Giles claimed, was about $30,000. 

The official bond given by ex-Supervisor 
Charles Sherlock, when he was elected to his 
office in the South Town last year, has been 
found but has not been turned over to the 
proper officials. The bond was given to ex- 
Town Clerk Edward H. Wright, who was 
the official custodian of the town records 
at the time. Yesterday Wright appeared 
before the County Commissioners with the 
bond, which, he said, had been overlooked 
in the vaults wherein placed. Supervisor 
S. H. Trude suggested that a transfer of the 
bond be made to the present Town Clerk. At 
a late hour last night Town Clerk Martin had 
not received the bond. 


MOCK CONVENTION OF STUDENTS. 


Chicago University Men and Women to 
Nominate a Democratic Ticket. 

A new departure in college politics is 
about to be taken by the Oratorical Asso- 
ciation of the University of Chicago. It has 
been decided to hold a national Democratic 
convention in Kent Thea&ter on June 5 and 6, 
to which 233 delegates will be chosen to 
represent as nearly .as possible the States 
from which they come. Women will not be 
barred and-their presence in an active ca- 
pacity is expected to be a feature of the oc- 
casion. 

The proceedings will be in no sense of a 
frivolous nature, for it is the intention to 
nominate the best men for office and to con- 
duct the convention after the most approved 
manner. A Democratic convention rather 
than one of any other party has been 
selected as giving more scope in nominating 
candidates and as likely to be more free 
from party prejudice, there being so few 
Democrats at the university. 

The plan ts attracting much attention from 
the students and is likely to be a success,

Diamond Match Continues to Lead in 
Total of. Transactions—Prices Off 
from Monday’s Opening but Up from 
Clesing Quotations—Biscuit Shows 
Little Trading — Minnesota Iron 
Company’s Good Prospects—Illinois 
Bankers’ Association Program. 


The stock market yesterday was neither 
as strong nor as active as it has been in the 
last days of trading in the Moore stocks. 
The market was similar to other days in 
that it was confined almost exclusively 
to Diamond Match and New York Biscuit. 
Diamond Match ‘led in the number of sales 
made, and with one of the steadiest markets 
this stock has known in some time. It 
opened at 223, declining to 221%, and ad- 
vancing to 224, which was the high quota- 
tion of the day. From this the stock dc- 
clined to 221%, the low quotation of the day, 
advancing again to a close at 223. The 
fluctuations, therefore, were confined to 2% 
points as compared with the fluctuations of 
9 points between the opening and closing 
sales of the previous day. Altogether there 
were sales of 8,000 shares, of which only 151 
shares were régular. Neither side seemed 
anxious to do much trading in Match’yester- 
day. Whatever stock was offered was 
taken, but there was no wild scramble for 
the stock as there has been in the past. On 
the other hand the brokers who have been 
selling Diamond Match short during the last 
week were not carrying on a campaign to de- 
press stocks yesterday, at least tc the extent 
they have doneinthe past. Each side seems 
content to wait for a move from the other 
side. 

The bears have been searching for weak 
spots in the stories that have been told re- 
garding Diamond Match contracts, either 
present or prospective. It was reported 
among some of the brokers who comprise 
the bear element that the two foreign rep- 
resentatives who have been looking at the 
Diamond Match machines were not what 
they purported to be.. Some of the bears 
went to the trouble of sending cables to 
Europe to find out as to the standing of the 
Furths, the Vienna match manufacturers. 
They were disappointed in not receiving 
the sort of answer expected. It was learned 
yesterday the persons cabled to in Vienna 
answered in a manner entirely to the credit 
of the financial standtng of the Furths. It 
was said also these men were merely in 
America to act as dummies to carry out the 
stories circulated regarding foreign con- 
tracts. 

May Soon Close Contracts. 


Whatever may be the value of Diamond 
Match stock, there seems no doubt the 
company will close some foreign contracts 
which will be of even more value than the 
one already closed with the French Gov- 
ernment. It is confi tly predicted by of- 
ficers of the company that two contracts 
will be closed immediately, the ones with 
Vienna and Belgian manufacturers. It is 
not an easy matter to get a European 
manufacturer to come to America to view 
machines, and no further“effort in this 
direction will be made. The new Liver- 
pool factory of the Diamond Match com- 
pany will be in operation by July 1, and 
match manufacturers in continental Europe 
will be invited to visit this factory and see 
the practical working of the machines. 

New York Biscuit yesterday was steady 
but weak, in sympathy with Diamond Match 
prices. Stock opened at 4, advanced to 
04%, declined to 93, and closed at 03%. RBis- 
cult was not so active yesterday as it has 
been on other days, and sales of only 2,200 
shares were made. 

Lake Street showed weakness yesterday, 
and there was little demand for the stock. 
The opening was at 25%, with 25% the high 

rice of the day. The stock declined to 
24%, and closed 24%. Lake Street stock has 
failed to respond to efforts which have 
been made to send up prices. The efforts, 
however, have not been of a very determined 
character. Officers of the Lake Street road 
announce that Mr. Yerkes’ offer to give to 
the stockholders of the Columbia Construc- 
tion company the stock held by Mr. Yerkes 
at $18.90 a share has been accepted by all 
the people entitled to stock under the offer. 
There was one man who failed to take his 
stock last week, but this was subscribed 
for by another holder, and there is none 
of the stock now remaining unsubscribed. 

The Minnesota Iron company estimates 
an output of 2,000,000 tons of iron ore dur- 
ing the year 1895, at a net profit to the com- 
pany of 75centsaton. If the predictions are 
verified the company is expected to make 
a total profit of $1,750,000 for the year. 


State Bankers’ Meeting Called. 


The annual meeting of the State Bankers’ 
Association of Illinois will be held in Spring- 
field on Oct. 14 and 15. The call for the 
meeting has been sent out by the Executive 
committee through Frank W. Tracy, the 
Chairman. The meeting last year was held 
in the spring, but it was decided the meeting 
would be better attended if it was held in 
the fall, and for this and other reasons the 
later date was decided upon. There have 
been a number of subjects arranged for dis- 
cussion at the meeting, but no list of papers 
has been prepared. All the members are 
asked to go to the meeting prepared to take 
part in the discussion to be had on the vari- 
ous subjects presented by the Executive 
committee.

IN THE NEW YORK MONEY MARKET. 


Sugar the Only Stock Which Figures 
in the Day’s Transactions. 


NEW YORK, May 19.—No improvement was dis- 
cernible in the character of the stock speculation 
today. The volume of business was on the recent 
moderate scale, and the distribution of the trad- 
ing was poor. Sugar figured for one-half of the 
entire total. The stock mentioned was under con- 
tinuous pressure throughout. The declining ten- 
dency of this specialty has been marked recently, 
although stemmed at intervals by supporting 
orders and by covering purchases, but renewed 
liquidation carried the price down 2 per cent today 
to 120. It is understood that large lines were pur- 
chased some time ago in anticipation of a larger 
German export bounty than has actually been 
fixed, and in expectation of a sharp reduction in 
the Cuban crop on account of the insurrection in 
the island. The domestic raw‘eugar market has 
fallen 44c per pound in the-last five days, and the 
American Sugar company is known to be carrying 
a large stock. Accordingly lower Wall street is 
blue and has been selling its sugar stock. The 
tendency of the general market was downward, 
although the losses, except in a few instances, 
were confined to fractions. At the outset the 
speculation ,was firm in tone, although the foreign 
houses were in receipt of but few orders, aside 
from Northern Pacific bonds, which were taken 
in round amounts, owing to the impending launch 
of the new company, which is now set for July. 
On that date the receivers are expected to be re- 
lieved of their duties. 

The raid on sugar, together with the apathy in 


‘the general market, encouraged the bear profes- 


sionals to make demonstrations against various 
stocks with the result of causing general reces- 
sions. The trading in the rubber shares attracted 
more than usual attention owing to the annual 
meeting of stockholders and publication of the 
report of operations for the year. A contest for 
control of the property had been expected, but did 
not take place. Full details of the meeting were 
published in these dispatches. The common rose 
1% to 25 and the preferred 2% to &. The _ pre- 
ferred reacted to 81. The list generally exhibited 
a better tone in the late dealings and some re- 
coveries in prices were made. The closing was 
Steady. with the net:changes of slight losses in 
mcet cases. 

Railway bonds were more active, with a brisk 
foreian inauiry for the Northen Pacific issues. 
The market was firm generally, although some 
irregularities were noted. The sales were $1,.490,-

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


WISCONSIN CENTRAL TO ABOLISH 
BAGGAGE RATES ON BICYCLES. 


First Break in the Ranks of the West- 
ern Roads—Other Lines Are Expect- 
ed to Follow This Lead Perforce in 


a Short Time—Chicago Great West- . 


ern Probably Will Give Notice To- 
day—Effect of the Recent New 
York Statute. 


Notice was given yesterday by the Wis- 
consin Central railroad company of its in- 
tention to withdraw from the agreement to 
charge baggage rates for bicycles belonging 
to passengers, This is the first break in the 
ranks of the Western roads and other roads 
will, no doubt, follow. 

The agreement of the trunk lines to make 
a charge for bicycles belonging to pas- 
sengers was broken about two months ago, 
as the result of the passage of a law by the 
New York Legislature prohibiting the rail- 
roads in that State from making such u 
charge. About a week ago the Pennsylvania 
lines west of the western termini of the trunk 
lines seriously punctured the agreement of 
the Central committee lines by abolishing 
the charge for bicycles on the Fort “Wayne, 
Pan Handle, and Vandalia lines. The agree- 
ment of the Chicago-Ohio River lines was 
knocked out a short time ago by the enact- 
ment of a similar law as that passed by the 
New York Legislature. | 

Now that the Wisconsin Central has taken 
the initiative the other Western lines will fol- 
Th 
Chicago Great Western has never yet failed 
to meet any action as regards rates of the 
Wisconsin Central, and will probably give no- 
tice today of its intention to withdraw from 
the bicycle charge agreement. Other West- 
ern roads cannot afford to let those roads en- 
joy exclusively the patronage of the large 
army of bicycle riders and they will have to 
abolish the charge on bicycles. 


RATE WAR NOW PARTLY SETTLED. 


Great Western Agrees to Restore St. 
Paul Rates, but Holds Out on Iowa. 
The triangular war between the Chicago 

Great Western railroad, the Lake Michigan 

Car Ferry company, and the Lake Superior 

Transit company on freight rates between 

Chicago and St. Paul is practically at an 

end, 

The Great Western railroad yesterday ac- 
cepted the proposition made by the execu- 
tive officers of the other roads and the man- 
agers of the car ferry and steamboat lines 
to restore rates to the regular basis in ef- 
fect previous to the commencement of the 
war May-31. This will put the rates by the 
all-rail lines back to the basis of 60 cents 
first-class, Chicago to St. Paul. The Lake 
Michigan Car Ferry line will put its rates 
back to the same basis, but its demand for 
a differential rate will be considered later 
on. The Lake Superior boat lines will put 
their rates back to the 50-cent basis, main- 
taining their old differential rate of 10 cents 
below the all-rail rate. 

But the Chicago Great Western still re- 
fuses to restore the grain rates from Iowa 
points to Chicago. A meeting of the execu- 
tive officers of all the lines interested in the 
matter will be held at Commissioner 
Midgley’s office today, and an effort will be 
made to get the Great Western in line. 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC GAINS A POINT. 


All Tickets to the East Must Be Signed 
at Office of Road in San Francisco, 
San Francisco, Cal., May 19.—The Trans- 
continental Passenger Association has set- 
tled, as far as the present meeting is con- 
cerned, a number of the important questions 
on its docket.
